REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


During the past year the work of the tree warden has been 
directed mainly against the invasion of the brown-tail moth. 

So far as known, the first brown-tail moth reached Warner 
in 1904, two empty nests, which must have been made that fall, 
having been found in the spring of 1905. Public attention was at 
once called to the arrival of the pest, and to the danger of its 
spread. 

In the spring of 1906, an examination of the orchards. and 
roadsides showed that the brown-tail moth was making head- 
way, especially in the eastern parts of the town. ‘Notices were 
published in the Independent, posters put up, bulletins circulated 
and a bounty of 5c a nest offered. During the spring, the tree 
warden collected and had brought him, and destroyed 165 nests. 
Still the brown-tail moth spread, and during the fall of 1906 and 
up to Feb. 15, 1907 (though the bounty was reduced to 3c), the 
tree warden collected and had brought him, and destroyed 2,317 
nests. The total for the year was 2,482 nests—all containing cat- 
erpillars—an average of 300 to a nest. 

The brown-tail moth has now spread all over the eastern and 
northern parts of the town, through the central part (89 nests 
having been found in Warner village), south to the Liberty Union 
district, and west to Roby’s. Unless earnest and concerted ef- 
fort is made, the brown-tail moth will soon become a serious 
problem; and the tree warden takes the opportunity to urge all 
land owners to go over their trees and remove the nests before 
the leaves start, for then the little caterpillars, which hibernate 
through the winter, spread over the trees and are practically out 
of reach. R. F. PRATT, Tree Warden.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The business coming before the board has not varied mucb 
from previous years. A generalepidemic of whooping cough 
prevailed throughout the town in the spring and early summer 
andthen died out and beyond the discomfort and annoyance it 
occasioned, we know ofno harmful results. Diphtheria appear- 
ed right away after Christmas and the disease has afflicted young 
people in four somewhat isolated families, and it is not believed 
that in any instance thedisease was communicated to others 
outside the family in which each initial case started. The prob- 
able cause is defective, unsanitary drainage. Strict quarantine 
in'these cases has been required, and fumigation with formalde- 
hyde has been carefully attended to. 

It is the business of the board not to allow any conditions to 
continue which are deemed to be a menace to the public health. 
Upon this basis any unsanitary conditions about the private 
residence, when known to exist, should not be allowed, for no 
family is entirely isolated ficm the rest of the world. In fact 
every individual has a part to perform in the matter of keeping 
communities in healthful conditions: The chief matters to be 
looked after are to have wholesome water, pure air, healthful 
food, cleanliness, and thoughtful care in regard to protecting 
the person against exposures due to erratic changes of weather 
conditions. 

A good disinfectant and germ destroyer should be at hand 
and frequently used aboutthe sink drains and vaults in every’ 
home. Decaying vegetables if allowed to remain in the cellar 
pollute the atmosphere of a house perhaps without being per- 
ceptible to the constant occupants. | 

We hope every resident of our town will become interested 
in better sanitary conditions and do all they can to attain this 
result.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The work done in the schools this year has been very suc- 
cessful; although we acknowledge we have not been able to ac- 
complish in all respects what we had hoped to. The per cent. of 
attendance has fallen below our anticipations. This can be ac- 
counted for in part by sickness—the epidemic of whooping cough 
prevailing during the last term of the year covered by this re- 
port being the principal and unavoidable cause, but the failure 
of parents and scholars, insome instances, to appreciate the 
damage done to the school and the loss to the scholar by tardy 
and irregular attendance has contributed too largely to lower 
the rate of attendance, and should be avoided by the watchful- 
ness of teachers, school board and truant officer—better still by 
the parents seeing to it that their scholars are not absent from 
school a day during the terms of school unless it be absolutely 
necessary. 

Schools have been in session 30 weeks, 12 schools have been 
maintained and the number of scholars enrolled is 180. 

In accordance with a previous vote of the district the school 
board found a favorable opportunity to unite with Bradford and 
Hopkinton in a supervisory district and engaged James A. Mac- 
Dougall, a man experienced in the work, who entered upon the 
duties of supervision at the opening of the current school year. 
The good work of Mr. MacDougall in and for the schools is mani- 
fest to those who have observed his work. The State pays one- 
half of the superintendent’s salary, the other half in this instance 
is divided equally among the three towns, making this expense 
for Warner School District for the current school year, $233.33.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF WARNER: 

I herewith submit my first annual report as superintendent 
of schools of Warner. 

It seems best that at this time I should give a brief statement 
of the work and duties of my position. 

Expert supervision of schools is necessary for the same rea- 
son that expert supervision is necessary in a manufacturing es- 
tablishment. No manufacturer would think of running a plant 
without having as manager or superintendent a man who had 
made that work his life study. This does not do away with the 
necessity of having a board of directors and other officials. 
Their work is as important as ever. But the superintendent is 
the recognized executive head. 

The same is true in regard to the work of the school board 
and the superintendent. The chief functions of the board are 
legislative and judicial, while the board looks to the superin- 
tendent for the carrying out of its ideas. He has no powers ex- 
cept those delegated to him by the board. 

His first duty is to recommend to the board efficient teach- 
ers, and, to the extent of his ability, see that inefficient teachers 
are not appointed. At the same time he will to the utmost of 
his ability seek to increase the efficiency of teachers already at 
work. 

Then it is his duty to see that some definite program of stud- 
ies is followed. School teachers are, as a class, neither better 
nor worse than other people; they will do only what is required 
of them, and will do it only as well as they are required to do it. 
Hence it is impossible for the board by one or two visits a term 
to hold the teachers to definite lines of work. The superin- 
tendent, by visiting the school as often as may be necessary, can 
by criticisms and suggestions both lighten the burden of the 
teacher’s work and at the same time make it more definite and 
therefore more efficient.

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Then again it is his duty to co-operate with school board, 
teachers and truant officers in securing regular attendance. 

In assuming my duties here I found the teachers rather afraid 
that I would criticise unfairly, or too severely, or that I would 
offer criticisms before the pupils. My course at the first there- 
fore was intended to get the teachers to understand that I was 
as anxious for them to succeed as they themselves were. In 
some cases our ideas of the teacher’s work have not co-incided. 
I have found some whose chief aim seems to have been to keep 
parents and children happy and pleased, while I have tried to 
keep before them the idea that this is not necessarily an’ end. 
Their chief aim must be strong, efficient work. If this aim is 
kept constantly in view, and labored for tactfully, the good will 
of parents and children will be theirs. The aim of. our public 
schools is and must be to fit the boys and girls for citizenship. 

However, [ have found, in general, a ready response to my 
suggestions. It is not yet easy forsome to get away from the 
idea that they are hired to “keep school,’* but I have quietly yet 
persistently tried to keep before them the fact that they are paid 
to teach. Good order in a school room is not in itself an end, but 
ameanstoanend. Noise or disorder on the part of one pupil 


_ interferes with the good work of his fellows, and hence inter- 


feres with their success and deprives them of their rights. 
Respect for the rights of others must be the law of the school 
room as it is in the outside world. 

In going from school to school I have tried to show the 
teacher how she could so teach the subject in hand that the pu- 
pils might get out of it the greatest amount of information and 
also the most mental discipline. To dothisI have often taken 
charge of the class for a time so that the teacher might get a 
suggestion as to how she could better teach the subject. 

~ It is so difficult for teachers of the outlying schools to get to 
the village that I have held few general teachers’ meetings, but 
I have tried to make of each visit to a school a teacher’s meet- 
ing for that particular teacher. 

I found throughout the district that the standard of reading 
was not as high as it might be, and, as reading is the subject of 
prime importance in the lower grades, I have laid special stress 
upon its teaching, both as to methods used and also as to the 
amount to be accomplished. 

During the first three years of A child’s school life he should 
acquire the ability to read readily any ordinary simple English, 
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and he should also acquire the ability to get for himself the pro- 
nunciation of new words. To accomplish this he must be taught 
by some definite method the phonograms of which words are 
built up, and must read six to eight primers and first readers 
during the first year, and as many or more suitably graded books 
during each of the secon and third years. From the beginning 
of the fourth year the work in reading should be chiefly for in- 
formation and facility in getting thought from the printed page. 

I have not found the attendance what it should be. Parents 
do not seem to realize the harm they are doing to their children 
by permitting them to stay at home, or to go to school tardy on 
some flimsy excuse. The children are missing a portion of the 
work and are therefore falling behind their fellows, and at the 
same time they are forming the habit of only half attending to 
the work they are doing. This habit will prove a serious handi- 
cap to them in after life. They should be made to feel that 
school is, at this stage of their lives, their chief business, and as 
such to be attended to closely and earnestly. 


I desire to express to parents, school board and teachers my 


appreciation of the general hearty co-operation extended to me 
in my work,

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SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The past year of our school has been one of changes, im- 
provements and progress. Most important changes have taken 
place in the teaching force. Prof. F. 8. Libbey, our efficient and 


successful principal for five years, resigned his position, to take 


effect in June, 1906, in order to accept the important office of 


principal of the Berlin High School of this state. The high es- 


teem in which he was held by members and friends of the 
school was seen in the largely attended reception given in the 
town hall on June 8, and by valuable gifts to himself and wife, 
presented by the superintendent at the annual Alumni gather- 
ing, in behalf of more than one bundred and twenty subscribers. 
The committee had no little difficulty in choosing his successor 
on account of the number of applicants. After careful consid- 
eration, the position was offered Prof. Clarence L. Joy, A. B., 
Dartmouth, 1899, professor of history, Latin and Greek for five 
years in the New Hampton Literary Institution. The offer was 


accepted and in August he moved here with his family. He at 


once commended himself to all interested in the school by the 
able manner in which he adjusted himself to the duties of his 
new work. His quiet, but earnest, manner, modern methods, 
scholarly attainments and fidelity to all the work of the school, 
confirmed the recommendations of his worth which led to his 


_ Selection for the place. 


After a year’s service, which continued and strengthened 
the class room work of their predecessors, Miss Florance Bu- 
shell, assistant, and Mrs. Helen Long, commercial teacher, re- 
signed to accept larger and more lucrative positions in Berlin 
and western Massachusetts respectively. Their successors were 
secured as soon as possible. Miss Marian D. Leach, A. B., Bos- 


ton University, was chosen as assistant and Miss Florence E. 


Teasdale, of Smith College and Worcester Business Institute, for 
the commercial studies. Both entered with enthusiasm into 
their work and by their manner, skill and ability soon won the 
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respect of their pupils. Unexpectedly, in January, the offer 
was made to Miss Teasdale of an unusually favorable position in 
the Portsmouth High School, which, to the regret of all, she 
felt constrained to accept. However, by obtaining three weeks 
leave of absence from her duties in Portsmouth, Miss Teasdale 
made it possible for the committee to secure such a teacher as 
would successfully continue her work with as little break as 
possible. Mrs. Florence T. Davis, of the Worcester Normal 
School, Pierce Business Institute, Philadelphia, and Cincinnati 
Phonographic Institute, was at once secured. By several days’ 
conference with Miss Teasdale, she was enabled at once to 
take up and continue the individual and class room work of 
her department without the usual week or two of preliminary 
inquiries and details. Her instruction promises to be of a high 
order. All the teachers have given considerable time outside 
of the class room to school duties. They have co-operated 
heartily. with the superintendent in the effort to keep the 
school up to the standard now required of us. 

An inspiring sermon before the graduating class was 
preached in the Baptist church, June 10, by the Rey. B. R. Har- 
ris of Bradford. On June 14, entrance examinations, prepared 
by the State Superintendent, were given 25 candidates, of whom 
12 passed the required average of 70 per cent. in the 7 studies, 
and 6 more passed in all but 2 studies. At the fall examination, 
August 30, 9 were examined, 6 of whom passed, 5 were admitted 
on condition, 1 by previous examination, and 2 by certificate. 
On June 15 a class of 19 received diplomas in three departments, 
Classical 5, English 5, Commercial 9, of whom 3 were of the class 
of 1905. Prizes in spelling, English literature and Roman his- 


tory, presented by Miss Persis J. Clough and Mr. George H. Sar- 


gent of Boston, were given four successful contestants. The 
annual alumni entertainment and reunion was held in the eve- 
ning attended by a large number. 

The total number of pupils connected with the school dur- 
ing the past year is 97—young men, 51; young women, 46. At 
the opening of the school, Sept. 4, there were 71 pupils in at- 
tendance, 24 new scholars, 23 students from out of town. The 
present enrollment is 69, young men 36, young women 33, of 
whom 46 are from the town of Warner and 23 tuition students. 

During the summer the school property received a thorough 
renovation which added much to its attractiveness and health- 
fulness. An addition was made by the alumni to the conceem 
walk between the school and railroad station. 


—_—_—— 
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The lyceum continues to serve the social and literary needs 
of the school. Several entertainments and receptions have been 
given in the town hall under school auspices with success and 
good attendance, 

Attention has been paid to athletic sports, but the loss of 
several of the best players, which made the Simonds teams so 
well known two years ago, has prevented the school teams from 
winning so large a number of games. 

The school has received several gifts, among them, a palm 
from Mrs. Fred M. Colby, several class pictures, a valuable set 
of wigs from Mr. Henry Clay Barnabee of New York, and an ex- 
cellent crayon portrait, suitably framed, of Prof. Libbey from 
the class of 1906. 

In the fall a new school catalogue was issued. It was made 
as complete and attractive as possible, and may be referred to 
for additional information regarding courses of studies, changes 
in subjects and general management of the school, which must 
necessarily be omitted in the present report. 

Several of the recent graduates are making good records in 
advanced studies in their college career. One of them, Leon §, 
Cole, 1903, and first graduate of our commercial department, 
died suddenly at Dartmouth College Jan. 8. He was a young 
man of promise, sterling worth, and highly esteemed by all who 
knew him. It was deemed advisable by the officers to close 
school from Jan. 15 to 30 on account of the apprehension aroused 
by several cases of a contagious disease in the town and asa 
measure of public safety. It may be said in this connection that 
the officers of the school are endeavoring to faithfully conserve 
the health of the pupils and plan to take every precaution neec- 
essary to this end. Considering the amount of sickness pre- 
vailing this winter, the number of pupils absent for illness up to 
the present time has been comparatively small. 

Larger demands have been made upon us this year. We 
have planned to meet them and to keep the school up to the 
highest efficiency, The large number of tuition pupils places 
obligation and responsibility upon us of securing and giving the 
best service to them and to our children. The school has im- 
proved and progressed during the year. Its class room and in- 
dividual work, its laboratory practice, its encouragement of the 
best home reading, its standard of fidelity, its present corps of 
teachers, its aim to secure a useful, practical and symmetrical 
development of all the pupil’s power, its worthy record and 
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prestige, all combine to produce admirable results. The re 


formation of a supervisory district including Warner wil nt ri 
to our high school pupils better able to meet the pre 
tions in studies and effort. The presence of our schoo 
community is an in¥itation to parent and child alike to> 
advantages and improve its opportunities to the utmo mi: ‘ 
hope, because of its usefulness, our school will thereby comme 
itself more and more to its constituency and widen it. 
quently, we expect that it will be able to do more for its 
every year, and especially for those who become teache si in " 
town schools. It is hoped that in the near future friends 0 
monds, who have the ability to do so, will secure for 2 
larger and better equipment than we now have. Amo 
needs are more reference books, instruction in music ; 
cution, elementary manual training, a gymnasium, — and a 
crease in the number of teachers. ~

It hardly need be said that again we have had a prosperous 
year. Although there have been no special new lines of work, 
the wants of the general reading public have been met in a sat- 
isfactory manner, and every advantage has been afforded the 
pupils in both the district and high schools. In respect to the 
latter, greater help than ever before has been given—a service 
which has been appreciated by the teachers and by most of the 
scholars. As usual, books have been bought for their special 
use. 

While no books of exceptional importance have been added 
there have been many of genuine value to those who have an 
interest in our own country, suchas In and Out of the Old 
Missions of California, On the Great American Plateau, Old 


Paths and Legends of New England, and the descriptive and 


historical volumes on the Ohio and Connecticut rivers. 

The most valuable single book of reference is the monu- 
mental work of Rev. N. F. Carter, The Native Ministry of New 
Hampshire, which cannot be too highly praised. The largest 
gift is the 16 volume set of Appleton’s Cylopedia from Mrs. Gil- 
man A. Bean. : 

Through the courtesy of Miss Winchell, city’ librarian of 
Manchester, a material addition has been made towards filling 
out the file of Scribner’s Monthly. The Atlantic, Harper’s and 
the Century are complete up to date. Of the 38 volumes of the 
Granite Monthly only 5 are lacking. As this is our New Hamp- 
shire magazine it is to be hoped that before another annual re- 
port they will be supplied. 

The circulation of books in the library proper, aside from 
fiction, has been in this proportion—juveniles, 1252; general lit- 
erature, 209; biography, 174; travel, 174; history, 152; education

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and science, 113; religion, 87; miscellaneous, 158; which is con- 
sidered a very creditable showing of the taste and discrimina- 
tion of the readers.

CHILDREN’S BRANCH SERVICE. 
During the spring term 12 cabinets were in service, and dur- 
ing the fall and winter terms 11. In most of the districts outside

dren in the books and magazines, and of the value of the books 
and magazines to the children.
